ADAMS COUNTY SCHOOLS. 


Report of 
County Superintendent J. W. 


Thoman for the School Year Ending 


June 5, 1893. 


This being my third annual report of 


the schools of Adams comity, with the 
manifold encouragements I submit the 
same under the most favorable circum- 
stances. Believing that I have the sym- 
pathy and hearty co-operation of teachers, 
directors and the people generally, which 
ure essential to the successful perform- 
ance of the duties of the office of super- 
intendent of schools, without which the 
work of the same must be very arduous 
and unpleasant, and, moreover, the true 
object of the work defeated. 


The work of our schools is by no means 


unlike that of any other department of 
skilled labor, especially wherein the suc- 
cess and responsibility devolve upon a 
large number of persons. 
If anything, 


the teaching profession is in its various 
departments more complicated than any 
other profession, since it includes all 
classes, entertaining different views on 
the same subject; yet the many subjects, 
the different theories, methods, ideas and 
plans, ancient and modern, traced back 
to tlie early ages of mental culture and 
activity, the schools of Greece aud Rome; 
the theories of the sixteenth century by 
EriismusandComenius; the philosophers 
of the seventeenth century, Descartes 
aud Locke; the 
reformers, Rousseetn 


and the Eunile and Pestalczzi and his 
successor, Froebel, and the science of 
education 
by Herbert 
Spencer and 


Horace Maun, all enter into our present 
system of school work. 


Notwithstanding all the shortcomings 


in our work, we have made some pro- 
gress along certain lines. In the first 
place the directors, with few exceptions, 
have giveci our teachers a great deal of 
encouragement by furnishing the schools 
with needed appliances, and by the care 
and pains they have taken in providing 
for the comfort of both teachers and pu- 
pils iu beautifying the school buildings 
and supplying them with modern con- 
veniences. 


There are but few districts now in 


which the latest and best improved 
school furniture is not found, iu addi- 
tion, in many of the schools, books of le- 
ference, charts, \-c. 


Latimore township has begun the 


painting of the walls and ceilings of the 
looms, and contemplates beautifying its 
buildings in a manner e(|ual to that ot 
our best homes. 


Henry Ward I3eecher, while speaking 


before the American Institute of In- 
struction said: "Xo church, no cathedral, 
or rich man's mansion ought to be so 
beautiful as the bouses provided for the 
children of the common people." 


In tlie second place teachers are en- 


couraged by an increase of salary paid 
them, and in several districts a longer 
school term. Germany and Conowago 
township have now a seven months 
term paying their teachers'thirty-five 
dollars per month. Butler contemplates 
paying thirty-live 
dollars 
this year. 


Gettysburg lias increased tbe salary of 
the principal of the high school to eighty 
dollars per month, Hampton Independ- 
ent to forty dollars, Littlestown pays 
the principal sixty dollars, and the low- 
er schools thirty-five dollars: Union, 
Liberty, Berwick, Hamilton, Huntinjr- 
tou, Latimore, Highland and Menallen 
pay thirty dollars. A number of other 
districts have decided upon an increase 
of which I liave not been informed offi- 
cially. Quite a contrast would be shown 
if a comparison were made on salaries 
paid in the same districts three or four 
years ago. 


There were seven new houses built 


dining the year: one in Cumberland, 
one in Germany, one in Liberty, one in 
Mt. Joy, one in ilt. Pleasant, one in 
Oxford and one in Union, all being 
built of brick. There are several new 
buildings to be erected this year: one in 
Conowago, one in Hamiltio:i, one in 
liutleraud two in Franklin. 


Littlestown contemplates building one 


of the finest eight-room buildings in the 
county, next year, tbe estimated cost to 
be $12.000. The board decided to erect 
the building this year, with the intention 
to issue bonds for the payment of the 
same, and therefore had the tax-payers 
of the borough cast a vote for or against 
a new building, which resulted against. 
The directors have now decided to levy 


•A building tax and borrow the money re- 
quired and build, regardless of the op- 
position existing. 


One of the prominent auxiliaries to 


our future work was the organization of 
the Directors' Association, which took 
place November 24, isn». Mr. William 
Wible, of Cumberland township was 
chosen president, Mr. S. Miley Miller, of 
Hampton, vice president, aud Prof. Cal- 
vin Hamilton, of Gettysburg, secretary. 


The Association was addressed bv 


I would (loan injustice to teachers and 


pupils were I not to mention that out- 
graded school work has been fraught 
with success. In my last year's report I 
gave an elaborate account of the plan of 
work, and the attempts made to system- 
atize the work of our schools. Had I 
space sufficient, and should I deem it 
prudent, to enter into detail, quite an 
interesting report could be given from 
last year's work. I will simply state 
that at the close of the school term we 
held nine central examinations at which 
one hundred and fifty-four pupils were 
examined on the seventh and eighth 
years' work. The final exmiuatiort for 
graduations succeeded the centrals, at 
which sixty-eight were examined, sixty- 
one received the common school diploma 
and seven a certificate of scholarship. 


Our people,are becoming conversant 


with the plan of work aud are giving it 
encouragement from all sides. Teach- 
ers, as well as pupils can be heard say- 
ing that they could not get along suc- 
cessfully without the plai that is adopt- 
ed.

Another prominent feature of our 


year's work was the ob.-iervauce of Col- 
umbus Day by a. large number of our 
schools. Interesting programmes, cou- 
bistini? of recitals and songs by the 
schools and addresses by the directors 
and citizens, also parades and bands fur- 
nishing music, gave entertainment and 
instruction 
to large audiences and 


crowds of people. A gala day it was. 
L< ssons of patriotism were taught which 
will, it is hoped, ]eave lasting impres- 
sions on the minds of the boys and girls 
for a generation. 


As Whittier has said : 
"Not (or Uielr hearth and home alone.

Through and by our system we were 


enabled to prepare work for the AVorld's 
Fair Exhibit which otherwise could not 
have been don« with any credit to our 
schools or those interested in them. As 
to the merits o£ the work, I care not to 
comment. The following is an extract 
from a letter from tlie World's Fair 
Commission: "Itgives us pleasure to re- 
port that our Committee has examined 
the work of your schools and compli- 
mented it highly as being among the 
best that they have received from the 
rural districts. They speak of it as be- 
ing creditable to your schools." 


Our county institute was held al Get- 


tysburg, November 21 to 2.3. As usual 
the attendance was very large. The in- 
structors were: Dr. D. j. Waller, Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, Harris- 
burg; Prof. C. M. i'aiker, Taylorsville, 
Ills.; Dr. K. 1C. White, Columbus, Ohio; 
Mrs. Ella Greene, Hyde Park, Mass.; 
Prof. C. II. Albert, JJloomsburg State 
Normal School; Dr. L. B. Sperry, Bel- 
levue, Ohio; Prof. .Jos F. Barton, Slnp- 
pensburg State Normal; lion. David 
Wills, Gettysburg, Pa,;'Prof. C. £. Les- 
lie and Miss Grace Drakely, Chicago. 


The evening entertainments were lec- 


tures by Dr. K. E. White, Ohio: Dr. 
John DeMotte, lad.: Prof. S. F. Ford, 
New York city: Co:. J. P. Sauford, III! 
and the Schumann Quartette Concert 
Company, Chicago. 


During the school term a series of suc- 


cesalul district and local institutes were 
belli. The meetings were largely attend- 
ed by teachers and the general public. 


In conclusion I extend my thanks to 


the Department of Public Instruction 
for counsel given and courtesy shown; 
to the directors for the encouiagemeut 
they have given rne; to the teachers for 
their loyalty to the work, and their co- 
operation: to the press for the publica- 
tion of educational news, and to all who 
have in any way contributed to tlie suc- 
cess or advancement of our schools.

Bananas as Food, 


The history of bananas as an article 


of food is a good deal like that of toma- 
toes, in that niU'ih discussion as to their 
wholesomeuess or the reverse has been 
had jot long ago, says the Xeiv York 
World, a well-known resident of a 
western city died after a meal at which 
he had partaken of wine and bananas 
Whereupon, the prints were full of the 
warning that the two combined made a 
deadly poison and should be avoided iu 
consequence. But as ui?jny authorities 
were heard from bringing proo'f quite 
contrary and pointing out that in the 
West India islands everybody eats bana- 
nas and as many as can secure it drink 
wine, and that no fatality from the 
mixture is recorded. It is possible that 
some wine acts poisonously with banana 
juice, but at least champagne and sherry 
are exempt from the charge. 


The consumption of bananas is in- 


creasing every year, and their nourish- 
ment and wholesorneness are practically- 
undoubted. The only caution necessary 
is that the fruit should be ripe, but not 
overripe, and perhaps, in the case of 
children, should not be eaten after mid- 
day. Nor should too many be fed at 
once to young children. Five bananas 
to a child whose years are not that many 
is unwise though it is not uncommon. 
Housekeepers will find the Aspinwall 
banana a particularly rich and flavored 
variety, and though il is a.yellon- skin, 
it quite equals the usually preferred red- 
skinned sort.

Apples. 


Chemically the apple is composed of 


vegetable liber, albumen, sugar, gum 
chlorophyl, malic acid, gallic acid, lime 
and much water. Furthermore, 
the 


German analysts say that the apple con- 
tains a larger percentage of phosphorus 
than any other fruit or vegetable. The 
phosphorus is admirably adapted for 
renewing the essential nervous matter 
—licithin—of the brain and spinal cord. 


It is perhaps for the same reason rude- 


ly understood that old Scandinavian tra- 
di tions represent the apple as the food 
of the gods, who when they felt them- 
selves to be growing feeble and inlirm, 
resorted to this fruit, renewing their 
powers of mind and body. Also, acids 
of tlie apple are of singular use for men 
of sedentary habits, whose livers are 
siuggish m action, those acids serving to 
elimiuate from the body noxious mat- 
ters, which, it retained, would make the 
brain heavy and dull or bring about 
jaundice or skin eruptions and other 
allied troubles. 


Some such experience must have led 


to the custom of taking apple sauce 
with roast pork, rich goose and like 
dishes. The malic acid of ripe apples, 
either raw or cooked, will neutralize any 
excess of chalky matter engendered by 
eating too much meat. It is also the 
fact that such ripe fruits as the apple, 
the pear and the plum, when taken ripe 
and without sugar, diminish acidity in 
the stomach, rather than provoke it.

prepared, it is chiefly owing to its stimu- 
lating effect that it lias become so uni- 
versal as a beverage. Yet so product- 
ive is its constant use of untoward re- 
sults that a prominent writer on mat- 
ters of health has been led to speak of it 
as "the cup that cheers, but worse than 
inebriates."

action of a di tig may become perverted 


But it should be remarked that medi- 


cal authorities are agreed that a moder- 
ate amount of well made tea is not in- 
jurious. 


Two ingredients of tea chiefly con- 


cerns us—tannic acid and the active 
principle itself, theine. The former ap- 
pears in the proportion of from live to 
ten per cent, and the latter to the ex- 
tent of three or four per cent.; and since 
the acid is a distincly harmful sub- 
stance, the problem is to get an infus- 
ion of tea which shall have the least 
amount ol' this deleterious subst.ince 
and at the same time be strongest in the 
active principle. 


It has been found by experiment that 


nearly the full amount of theine which 
it is possible to extract is already dis- 
solved at the end of five or ten minutes- 
while, on the other hand, the tannin 
constantly 
increases 
in amount to 


double the quantity. 


It has also been found that soft water 


or water that has been boiled for some 
time, will dissolve a greater amount of 
the acid, while the amount of theine in 
solution is not appreciably increased 


It appears, then, that we can make 
our tea pleasing to the taste and harm- 
less to the health if, after reducing the 
leaves to a powder, we add hard water 
which hasjust reached the boiling point, 
and serve the decoction in five or ten 
minutes.

Farm Notes. 


IT would surprise some farmers if 


they would calculate the area of waste 
land on their farms that could be de- 
voted to crops, \rtiile a greater waste 
occurs iu not properly utilizing the land 
that is cultivated regularly. 


BEFORE planning for crops first en- 


deavor to learn which crop is the most 
salable and best for giving a large 
profit. Growing a crop because it does 
not require as much work as some 
others is not the way to make farming 
pay as it should. 


S'.vw a crop of oats this spring, by 


doublting the quantity of seed and using 
plenty of manure. Do not look for a 
crop of seed, but cut the oats when 
they are in the milky stage of seed, 
which will arrest the nutritive matter 
in Cie stalks. Cure the crop the same 
as hay, and feed by cutting with a 
straw cutter, using both straw and 
heads. 
— 


WATER in the soil is essential, but too 


much of it is injurious. Do not over- 
look the ditches and drains. 


THE roughest kind of sod land, if 


plowed now, will be pulverized by the 
frost, and if the land is then cross- 
plowed in the spring it can be worked 
fine with the harrow. 


IF you cannot fill your ice-house you 


can plow the land when it is not too wet 
to do so. The present winter has been 
very favorable for andvancing some of 
the spring work. 


Is England they do not keep sheep 


for wool. The merino is a rare animal 
there. Sheep in England are turned 
out to feed on the hillsides, but are 
given the best pastures and fed on the 
best food. Only the mutton breeds are 
used, and sheep pay more than any 
ther animals. It is cheaper to buy 
wool there than to grow it, but no 
country has better home-grown mutton 
than Eugland. 


IT is only proper to state that no 


farmer can grow beets, carrots, or par- 
snips to sell at a profit, but he can 
make such crops pay well as food for 
stock. 
— 


WHY does the cow give more milk 


when on a pasture ? Simply because she 
hjis more succulent food. When given 
an exclusively dry ration in winter the 
conditions are not favorable to her pur- 
pose. This can be overcome by growing 
ensilage and roots. 


It is mucr. easier to hatch out a hun- 


dred chicks than to raise them. Hawks, 
cats, and rats are the most destructive 
enemies of young chicks. A single rat 
will kill a dozen or more in one night. 
The only safe plan is to keep the chicks 
closed in covered runs until they are 
well feathered. 


THE first three days with a brood of 


young pigs, iu protecting them from 
cold, and providing the sow with plenty 
of food, in order to supply the pigs with 
nourishment, is the most important 
point in giving them a good start. Let 
a young pig become chilled, and it will 
not begin to grow rapidly for quite a 
while after the better protected pigs 
have shown evidence of thrift. 


THE principal advantage in barnyard 


manure over fertilizers is the humus it 
creates in the soil. The actual plant 
food contained in a ton of manure can 
be substituted with chemicals without 
difficulty. 
— 


A SHEKV that goes to market poor 


will bring but little more than cost of 
transportation. Get sheep fat before 
selling or they will cause a loss. 


Damp ground is usually the cause of 


foot rot in sheep, and it is not easily 
cured when it makes its appearance. 


A HO« raiser who considers sorghum 


seed first-class for fattening animals 
says the seed for this purpose will almost 
pay for producing the crop 


AMERICAN Consuls in Europe have 


been instructed by the Government to 
ascertain how the foreign markets for 
American wheat can be improved. 


THE apple crop is short and the qual- 


ity is not very good. Apples, it would 
seem, would bring a good price before 
spring. 
— 


IF evergreens stand where the water 


will get round them and freeze in win- 
ter, do something to prevent it. 


IF you have only a limited amount 


to invest, and are about buying sheep, 
it will be far better to buy a few good 
ones than many culls. It is the quality 
of your Hock more than its size upon 
which your profit will depend. 


GENERALLY when a horse balks it is 


due to one of three things—overloading, 
bad fitting harness, especially the col- 
iur, and a bad tempered driver. A good 
horse may be spoiled by being worked 
with a balky one. 


SHEEP fed very highly on grain, to be 


fattened, will consume with relish an 
occasional feed of straw, weedy hay, 
ragweeds, or the like; and it will be 
better for them than a steady, unbroken 
regimen of any one food stuff, however 
excellent in itself. 


OVERLOADING is costly and cruel, and 


has ruined thousands of horses. Xo 
load should be too heavy to haul easily 
over the hardest place on the trip. 
Steady hard palling causes great pain, 
so give your team frequent rests, espe- 
cially during the early part of the trip. 


A THOROUGHLY docile animal, no 


matter what it is, is more easily man- 
aged than one that is wild or fractious, 
and it is also more profitable, for it will 
prove a better grower on the same 
amount of food, and a better producer 
than the fractious one. 


THE collar is the most important part 


of the harness. If a collar is too large 
it will chafe; if too small it will choke. 
It costs no more to get a collar that 
fits than to get one too small or too 
large. Don't torture a horse with a 
misfit collar. 


A FARMER said at an institute that 


his yield of corn last year, running from 
120 bushels per acre down to SO, was 
exactly proportional to the time the 
manure had lain on the surface before 
being turned under, and his experience 
with last year's crop was the same. 


THE plantain weed was called by the 


Indians "the white man's footstep," as 
it was most abundant in or near hard- 
trolden paths, and not much elsewhere. 
It is especially abundant in places 
where poultry is kept. Some entomolo- 
gists claim that an insect parasite de- 
stroys it in the field, but the parasite 
is itself destroyed around man's dwell- 
ing by poultry. A further reason why 
plantain does not grow in fields is that 
it is a plant hardy enough when grown 
alone, but easily smothered when grow- 
ing surrounded by clover or other plants. 
It usually does not infest clover fields

IT is a well ascertained fact that 


more milk can be drawn from the udder 
of a cow during the milking than can be 
held in the udder at any one time. This 
is because the act of milking excites 
the active secretion of the milk. When 
one begins to milk, the milk comes 
slowly and the udder and teats are soft 
and only partly filled. After a short 
time these vessels are found to fill rapid- 
ly, and the milk flows in a more 
copious stream. The more quickly this 
is drawn off the greater is the flow; so 
that the milking should be done as 
papidly as possible. 


ONE acre, says the Indiana Farmer, 


will supply fifty hens, at less cost for 
ex tra feed than for a cow, and the profit, 
if well managed, will be greater than 
from the cow. Fowls need land for for- 
age, and bens on a range will lay more 
eggs and fatten more quickly for mar- 
ket than in confinement. 


UNLESS farm machinery is taken care 


of, it will be found that a large portion 
of what is made on the farm will be re- 
quired to keep good machinery.

"Value of Pure Bred Stock. 


The breeds are the result of hundreds 


of years' patient work... It was half a 
century before Bakewell completed his 
experiments with the Cotswold sheep, 
and since his time that breed has not 
only been improved but; has also been 
made the foundation upon which the 
best mutton breeds of the present day 
havs been produced. Every farmer 
knows how rapidly the trotting horses 
have increased their speed since the days 
of Hambletonian,and yet Ilambletonian 
himself was the result of many years' 
breeding. AVlien the great Boston and 
Fashion met for supremacy, the race 
horse of that time was considered 
at its supremacy, and pedigrees could 
be traced far beyond Godolptm; Arabian, 
yet 11 son of Boston lowered the record 
of four miles to a point that was mar- 
velous. Lexington, who performed this 
feat, became the source from which the 
best race horses of our time came. These 
results were due to the selection of the 
best for breeding purposes. ' 


When a farmer has a flock or herd of 


mongrels it will pay him to grade up his 
stock by the use of.pure-bred sires, but 
his aim should always be to procure 
something better. If he has pure breeds 
he must strictly adhere to them. The 
moment he attempts to crosii one pure- 
bred lot with the use of males of some 
other breed he makes the lirst down- 
ward step. He obliterates pedigrees, 
and the tendency is then back to the 
mongrels. This may be particularly no- 
ticed with those who often attempt to 
improve their (locks of poultry by cross- 
ing two breeds that are entirely unlike. 
The result usually ends, in two or three 
seasons, in a Hock o£ mongrels possess- 
ing no uniformity whatever. The same 
will happen with animals. If a thor- 
oughbred race horse and a trotter are 
crossed the value of the progeny is less 
than it would be if its parents were both 
from the same breed, and from the best 
strains of that breed. 


Every breed lias been bred on certain 


lines. The shorthorn is intended to pro- 
duce beef in preference to milk and but- 
ter. The Holstein is a milk and butter 
producing animal. Cross the two bi eeds 
and the result will be an animal that is 
not equal to the shorthorn for beef or to 
the Holstein for milk and butter. Both 
breeds have been lost in the experiment, 
so far us their dominant qualities are 
concerned, and nothing has been gained. 
The reason is that long years of patient 
breeding for certain characteristics have 
rendered them fixed and inherent in the 
breed. But breed the mongrel with the 
use of the pure-bred male, and while 
the progeny will not equal the pure 
breed, yet it will far excel its mongrel 
parent, and by grading still further 
there is a persistent improvement. The 
farmer can thus effect a constant in- 
crease in quality, and add to the value 
of his stock every year. 


THE appearance of the animals on 


a farm tells :i good deal about the owner 
and his tastes. Thin cows, with prom- 
inent ribs in winter or spring are not 
much of a recommendation.
